If well-intentioned people would

people- every year, and the majority 
of the victims are people who walk 
on the tracks.

may hold out cannot be foretold; 
but it is certain that 
dissensions 


within, coupled with opposition of 
the whole civilized world 
without, 


will have but one end and that is 
ignominious 
defeat. 
Blinded 
by 


empty victories and false leadership, 
Germany seems utterly 
unable 
to 


read the handwriting on the wall. 
Civilization 
outside 
of 
Germany, 


however, recognizes that it cannot 
live, if Germany's ideals and 
pur- 


poses prevail. The war may continue 
for weeks, or months. 
Nevertheless, 


the real foundation for hope on the 
Allies side has never been so clear 
and strong as today. 
At 
present 


the brunt of the struggle falls 
on 


Britain and France. 
Both are en- 


during the strain infinitely better 
than ever anticipated; 
and 
both 


show an unconquerable spirit and a 
steady rising of morale, while that 
of the enemy is declining. 
Both of 


these 
countries are 
bearing the 
strain with surprising ability; and 
there is no doubt that they will be 
able to hold on until American sol- 
diers reach France in sufficient force 
to overwhelm the foe. Perhaps this 
will happen in the coming spring; 
and. if fate 
should postpone 
the 


grand decision, prostration of 
the 


enemy will be far greater than if 
wise counsels 
induced an earlier 


yielding to the inevitable.

sound reasons for the hope, is the

The city' of Manchester, Mass., baa 


a tuberculosis visiting nurse. Not 
long ago a call came to her from a re- 
lief agency which had discovered in 
a dark tenement a woman and her 
children in a deplorable condition. 


The nurse found there a family of 


four living in three unheated rooms, 
dirty and ^disorderly because the1 
mother was too weak to keep them 
clean. A little girl who should have 
been at school was doing the house 
work and caring for the baby. The 
mother, bearing the marks of ad- 
vanced tuberculosis, was nursing the 
baby. When the father came in the 
nurse discovered that his. eyesight 
was bad, which might account for his 
being unable to hold a job for any 
length of time.

A physician, called on the advice 


of the nurse, pronounced the woman 
an advanced consumptive. She must 
stop nursing the baby and go to a 
sanatorium. The nurse knew that

A cablegram received at the head- 
quarters of the American -Red Cross in 
"Washington brought another human in- 
terest story of tragedy and pathos in 
the child life of the French and Bel- 
gian war areas. 


"Six hundred and fifty underfed chil- 


dren, travel-worn after tluee days in a 
"closed train coming from Belgian prov- 
inces," says the cablegram, "crossed 
the frontier last night and reached 
Evian at dawn. The morning blare of 
'French trumpets met the children 
who, some too young to know their age, 
had traveled motherless and unac- 
companied. They poured into the street 
crying 'Vive la France' and 'Vive la 
Belgique,' shaking hands with every 
bystander. 


"Trumpeters, like six Pied Pipers of 


Hamelin, led the dancing, shouting 
throng to the casino—all except a few 
sick children \vho were earned 
In 


American Red Cross ambulances. At 
the casino all received food; flags 
•were distributed and songs were sung. 
Welcoming words were spoken by the 
mayor. Even the small children knew 
the words of 'Brnb.inconne' and ihe 
'Marseillaise,' but some of them were 
so tired that they slept right through 
the music. 


"Next came baths, examination by 


an American Eed Cross doctor: and 
then lunch and sleep. Tomorrow these 
children start for Longlandier, where 
the American R;ed Cross will house 
thousands of them1"—some orphans, oth- 
ers pretuberculni; or needing better 
nourishment than was possible under j 
the German rule from ^hich they had 
come.

The condition of wheat shows a 


decline of two points since report of 
one month ago. As indicated in the 
last report, much of the wheat that 
had been seeded late failed to get 
a vigorous start; in fact the plant 
in some field's was barely perceptl- 
i)le. This was accounted for by the 
great lack of moisture required to 
a very great rapidly forward. These 
conditions prevailed to a very great 
extent when the cold weather set in. 
The fact that there has been no al- 
ternate freezing and thawing is fav- 
orable to the plant, and that which 
has made little or no 
appearance- 


may be protected at the roots and 
shoot forward in the spring. Anoth- 
er condition favorable to the wheat 
in general is that preceding the zero 
weather of December, a good cover- 
ing of s^ow fell thus affording pro- 
tection that will be of great benefit. 


As stated in previous reports, corn 
was late in maturing, was damaged 
by frost, and wet weather, 
conse- 


quently a great deal was unmer- 
chantable and will be fed. Where
